2.2.3.2. -Sk- formations 


The iterative suffix -5k- is used to express verbal plurality. -$4- formations (which can be 
derived from every verb) indicate that an action (habituel or actual) is repeatediy performed or 
aims at several objects. Inchoative meaning like in the Latin -5£- formations is rarely attested 
in Hittite.
